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REOULAR MEETING OF THE CITY OOUNGCIL:
Austin, Texag, June 1, 1933.

The Oocuncil was oalled to order by the Mayor. Roll oall ghowed the following members
present: Oouncilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Oouncilman Wolf, 5;
absent, none.

The Minutes of the last regular meeting were read and Oouncilman Gillig moved the
adoption of same as read., The motion was seconded by Oouncllman Wolf and same prevailed
by the following vote: - Ayes, Oouncilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillie, Mayor Miller, and
Oouneilman Wolf, 5; nays, none.

The Mayor ptated that the next order of businegs would be the inauguration of the
O0ity Menager-eleot, Mr. Guiton Morzan, whose nomination was oonfirmed at the Tegular meet-
ing of the Oity Ocunoil on the 18th ultimo, to beoome effective on this date. The City-
Attorney then adminiptered the ocath of office to the sald Gﬁiton Morgan and he was declar~ -
ed the duly elected and qualified Oity Manager. |

Councilman Bartholomew then moved that the Oounoil give & rising vote of thanke and
? approval to George G. Grant,'Finanoe Director, for the efficlent manner in whioh the
affalrs of the Oity were adminietered during his term as Aoting Olty Manager. The motion
wap seconded by Counollman Gillis, and the vote wap unanimous.

Rabbl Baron appeared before the Oocunoll and urged that the Oity acocept the propoeal,
| heretofore submitted by the Chamber of Qommerce intér-chamber Health Committee to the
i former Oity Oocunocil, for the oconeolidation of the 0ity and Oounty publioc health wbrk into
one unit, in order that funds for the maintenanoce of suoh work may be secured from the
State and Federal Governments while same ie avallable. Following a discussion of'the
mgtter, the Council deferred action on same, pending & conference with the County Judge

and Commissionere Oourt.

! Counoilman Bartholomew then moved that, in view of the above pending matter, the
appointment of a Oity Health O0fficer be indefinitely postponed, and that in the meantime
Dr. Lee Edens ocontinue to aot as City Health Offlcer. The motion was sseconded by Counoil-
man Gillig and same prevailsd by the following vote: Ayes, Oouncilmen Alfo2d, Baitholomew,
Gillis, Mayor Miller, and Qouncilman Wolf, 5; nays, none.

A obmmittae from the local organization of Boy Soouts appeared before the Oouncil and
submitted a proposal in writing that the Oity allow sald ozxganization the uge of that por-
tion of Zilker Park lying north and west of Dry Oreek and erect thereon, &t the Qity!s
expenhe, & suitable btuilding and appurtenancés in exohange for the building now owned by
said organigation at Barton fiprings. Following a disoussion of the matter, the Oounecil
referred same to the Oity Manager for an estimate of the ocost of suoh tuilding .

The following report of the Oity Attorney relative to a settlement of delinquent taxes
owing on property belonging to the Tbenezer Baptist Ohuroh, looated at 421 East 6th Street
was read!

Gentlemen:

With reference to the application of Ebeneger Baptist Church for reduction of oity
taxes for the years 1927, 1928, 1929, 1930, 1931, and 1932, on the center 30 feet of Lot M,
(G) N. 1/2 of Blook 59, Original Oity, and the claim of said Ebenezer Baptiet Church for
damages to the amount of $300.00, alleged to have been caused by the change of grade of
the alley abutting said property, and thereby undermining the rear wall of the btuilding
eituated on said property so as to cause its removal upon demand of the City, both of which
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matters have been submitted to me for investigation, I beg to report the following:

TASED.

Aoting under protest of the owner, the assegsments against the building on this Rrog-
erty were reviged by the Oity Tax Assesaor & Ocllector for the years 1227, 1528 1929,1930,
1931, and 1932, but the land value was left as originally assesped. This revinion of the
assessments on the bduilding resulted in a reduotion in the taxes of $300.,00, in round num-
bers. The matter of revision seems to have been oarefully considered, as you will esee
from the attached latter addressed to the Tax Assessor & Collector by Mr. Ledbetter, & mem-
ber of the Board of Equalization, and you are referred to thig letter for particulars.

Therefore, I would recommend that no further oonsideration be given to the assess-
ments on the land and on the bullding, as revised, and that you approve the findings of
Mr. Ledbetter, which have been carried to the agsessment rolls.

RANAOES.

I have found from inspection of the gro erty that the Oity, in paving the alley abute
ting same, lowered the former grade oppoceite the building about 20 inches. The tuilding is -
a very 01d brick and rubble-stone struoture and is in a bad state of repairs The rear wall,
which wae located immediately on the property line, was gone, and a wooden partition had
been erected in ite places There was no underpinning or retaining wall existing at the
foundation of the old wall. I am advieed that after the paving of the alley, the City
authorities noticed that the rear wall was badly oracked and in danger of ooilapsa, and
the owners of the property were ordered to remove the wall, which was done, and the wooden

artitioen oonatruoged in its place. I am also advised that the wall was oraoked and in &

ad state of repair before the lowering of the alley grades; but I am not prepared to staxei
that the lowering of the grade did not weaken the foundation of the wall and ocontribute to}

ite bad condition when digoovered by the oity authorities.

I2 it beoame evident that the lowering of the grade would weaken the wall foundation,
then 1t became the duty of the Oity to proteot the wall by proper underpinning or a retain-
ing wall; and if the Oity under such circumstances failed to 4o thisg, it would be liable
for any damage to the bullding caused by such faillure.

The 0ity Engineer estimates that the cost of a retaining wall at the foundation of
thie bullding would ocogt about #50.00. The Bullding Inspector estimates that the value of
gggowgél thet was demolished on demand of the City, for reasons above stated, is about

I would respectfully suggest that the taxes againet the above progerty, as revised, E

be colleoted; and if and when collected, that the 0ity pay the owners of the property
$150.00 in satipfaction of all damages.

The
motion was seococnded by Oocuncilman Alford and same prevalled by the following vote: Ayes,
OQounoilmen Alford, Bartholomew, Gillie, Mayor Miller, and Counoilman Wolf, 5; naye,none.

Bill King submitted to the Oounoil a recuest in writing for the remission of the
fine and costs, amounting to $15.80, assesped against him on May 29, 1933, in the Qorpo~
ration Oourt, for speeding. The matter was referred to the Oity Attorney for reocommen-
dation,

There having been no hide for the office of 0ity Treasurer submitted this day, in
acoordance with published notioce thereof, it was the sense of the Council that the present
City Treasurer, Bam 8parke, should continue to aot as City Treasurer indefinitely.

A report by T. B, Marghall, Tax Asseseor and Qollector, on the protest of Jake 81l-
berstein againet the aspessment placed on his merohandiee for the year 1932, whioch was
referred to him for recommendation at the last regular meeting, wag read and filed.

The application of R. E. Leigh for a reviged permit to construct a gasoline filling

(e) Riverside Drive as dedicated to public uee is 40 feet wide and the proposed
diptance between ourbes on this street has been only 26 feet. This left only 7 feet for
sidewalk and driveway ramp combined, whioh would oreate a ramp tooc steep for & practical
£illing etation entrance., Mr. Leigh, recognizing thies condition, proposes to construot
his gutter, curbs, ramp and sldewalk on his Riverside Drive entrance entirely upon hig
orn roper&y, thereby increasing the width of the travelway of Riverside Drive from 2

to 70 feeot.

He propomes t0 permit the general publio to use 3 feet of his leased land for general
publio travel ae a part of Riverside Drive during the pericd of his lease.

He proposes to bulild the gutter, ramp, ourb and sidewalk on the Riverside Drive gide
of his etation, whioh is to ®e upon hia owvn property, in acocordance with the same prineci-
pies &g he would be required to construot same 1f they were to be construoted on Oity

property.

Ve recommend tB&t the ?ermit previocusly granted to R. E. Leigh and recorded in City
Minute Book Volume 1%#, Page 102, bg resocinded and that R. K. Leigh be granted & new pormit
i to oconstruct, maintain, and operate said f1lling station and greuse radck subjeot to the

following conditions:

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property line,
correot lines to be obtained befere constructicn starte or equipment ie installed. Lines
and grades to be cbtained from the 0ity Engineering Department for entrances and driveways,
building lineas to be approved by the Oity Building Inspeetor.

Before oom-
menoement of any construction, the applicant mhall apply o the O0ity Engineer for an esti-
mate of the ccat of that portlon of the storm sewer which will have to De bullt within
any City street or alley and ahall deposit in esorow a sum equal to said estimate with the
01ty Finance Direotor.
